THE TARIFF CANNOT BE REMOVED BY 


THE PRESENT CONGRESS. 


An interesting Interview With H W. Wright 


Who Was a Delegate to the 


Lumber 
Meeting at 


Washington. 


H. W. Wright, one of the le.adi ng 


manufacturers of Merrill, who was 
delegated by the Wisconsin Valley 
Lumbermen to attend the Washington 
convention a short time since, was in 
the city last week, and readily gave his 
views of the lumber tariff situation 
when asked by a NEW NORTH reporter. 
He says that lumbermen need fenr no 
reduction of tariff on Canadian 'umber 
by the present congress. The bill, 
when introduced, will doubtless pass 
the House of Representatives, as any 
bill looking to a tariff reduction or free 
trade would do. The bill will hardly 
pass the senate, however. Should it 
do so, the President, who was elected 
on the issues of protection, would no 
doubt prevent the bill becoming 
a 


law. Over one hundred delegates were 
in the convention and thousands of 
letters and telegrams came from all 
parts of the country asking that the 
present tariff be allowed to remain 
upon mmber. Representative Bryan, 
of Nebraska, who fathers the reduc- 
tion of lumber tariff bill, is, in the 
minds of most people in Washington, 
simply looking for a little cheap noto- 
riety. The. matter was argued before 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House by seven of the lumbermen 
and the rest of the delegation workec 
Among members for a week. The only 
question which confronted the dele 
gates which bore any weight as favor 
ing the removal of a lumber tariff, was 
this: "Why is k that in former years 
when similar bills have been intro- 
duced, there has been no effort to dc 
feat the bill?" It is true that in '88 no 
apparent alarm WAS exhibited by him 
bermen with regard to this matter 
It was undoubtedly due to the feeling 
that no such damaging legislation 
could pans Congress at that time, as '. 
majority of Republicans were on guard 
The apathy was nevertheless construe 
as a lack of interest in the question 
and members who now favor such 
measure remember it. Mr. Wright 
wishes to impress upon lumbermen 
CTerywheie, the fact that it U their 


uty to write their member of Con- 
ress, and go on record as opposed to 
,ny reduction of the tariff. When 
Jancock said that the tariff was a 
ocal issue he made himself the laugh- 
ng stock of the nation, but he hit the 
nils-eye. 
Members of Congress from lumber 
iroducing sections, do not want the 
ariff on that commodity meddled witn. 
Other members, from sections where 
no lumber is made, had just as soon 
ee it cut a little or entirely removed. 
There is no question but what the 
delegates accomplished some good by 
heir trip to Washington. They not 
only gave the national makers an idea 
of the sentiment in lumber regions all 
over the United States, but they 
effected a permanent organization, and 
ire now in shape to meet questions of 
importance and legislation much more 
effectually than without that organiza- 
tion. The trip was spoken of by Mr. 
Wright as a pleasant one. and his ideas 
of lumbering on a large scale were 
considerably broadened. He visited 
the plmt of the Goodyears in Pennsyl- 
vania, where over seventy million feet 
of hemlock in annually brought in over 
the mountains on a private railroad 
and sawed in one mill, on a band and 
gang.

MACHINE IS UNDONE. 


The Supreme Court, by an Unanimous De- 


cision, Pronounces Doc. Anderson's 


Infamous Apportionment 


Unconstitutional. 


The Supremo Court yesterday hand- 


ed down its decision in the {jerry- 
mander case, and declared the Demo- 
cratic apportionment made a y?arago 
to bo void because unconstitutional. 


It vvsis probably the most infamous 


gerrymander on record, and it was 
fitting that the Supreme Court of the 
State should decide 
whether 
one 


political party had the right practic- 
ally to disfranchise halt the citizens 
of the State by an irregular apportion- 
ment. 


The decision is very discouraging 


to the Democrats. 
T^ot only don.s it 


lefeat their scheme to permanently 
hold the Legislature, but the rebuke 
of the Supremo Court will have a 
demoralizing effect on the party. 


The case was elaborately argued on 


both sides, Gen. Bragg appearing for 
the secretary of state, 
Kx-Senator 


John C. Spooner, Col. George W. Bird 
a prominent democratic lawyer of 
Madison, and Tlon. C. K. Kstabrook, 
ex-attorney general, appealing for the 
relator. 
It has been generally as- 


sumed, although with what reason it 
is difficult to discover, that the courts 
dad no jurisdiction of such cases. 
It 


is well for the people that this, great 
court, after careful consideration, has 
held otherwise, because the attempt 
to transfer political power from the 
majority to the minority by the pro- 
cess of gerrymander has been growing 
fashionable at a rate which has caused 
alarm among thoughtful men of all 
parties. 
The constitutions of nearly 


all the states contain provisions sim- 
ilar to those passed upon by the su- 
preme court of Wisconsin, and the 
courts generally are quite certain to 
agree with this decision that those 
provisions are mandatory, and were 
intended to be efficient'and forceful 
in protecting the rights of the people. 


This decision splendidly vindicates 


the wisdom of written constitutions, 
and will increase the faith aad re- 
spect of the people everywhere in and 


for the independence and value of tha 
judicial department as one of the 
three great co-ordinate branches of 
the government. 
The death blow of 


the "gerrymauder" has been given. 
It will have a significant influence 
upon all political and 
legislative 


bodies in every part of the Union, 
for it establishes the principle that no 
body of men has arbitrary power to 
violate constitutional restrictions. 


The case was argued with great 


ability upon both sides of the con- 
troversy, but Ex-Senator Spooner has 
earned especial distinction as a lawyer 
in the outcome of the suit, and it has 
added another lanrel to his national 
fame as a constitutional interpreter. 
He drew the papers which gave the 
cause a hearing before the highest 
tribunal of the state, and he niado 
the constitutional 
argument upon 


which the court has based nearly all 
of its elaborate 
opinion. This is 


Col. Spooner's maiden effort since re- 
tiring from the United States Senate 
to resume the practice of his profess- 
ion. 
It justifies the high reputation 


ho has enjoyed as a lawyer and a 
statesman. The decision is the talk 
of the state, and speculation is rife as 
to what action the democrats will 
take now that their apportionment 
has been set aside. 


AS TO THE SBN'ATOESniP. 


The decision practically means that 


tho governor must call together the 
legislature—now democratic—in extra 
session, and that a new apportion- 
ment must be made. The democrats 
cannot, by any possible way, lose 
control of the state senate but the 
republicans under an act made in 
accordance with this decision will 
probably regain control of the assem- 
bly by a sufficiently large majority to 
have control of both houses on joint 
ballot and thus elect a republican 
successor to Senator Sawyer. If they 
accomplished that end, Spooner will 
be chosen. If th«y fall to do so Gen. 
Bragg will no doubt be elected by the 
democrats. An early session of the 
legislature will DO doubt be called. 
The supreme court la composed of 
three democrats and two republicans, 
hence the decision will *ot be con- 
sidered as being tainted by pwtisw 
feeling.

be seen in Kurope—unless, indeed, tho 
fireek oMJreecc should l»e put befoi-e 
hrr. One must be careful not to say 
llri'ok unqualified, for in the islands and 
Turkish |>oi-ls, where some fainl traces 
of Hellenic blood survive, handsome 
women abound. H becomes more and 
more the fashion for wealthy members 
of this, the true race, to keep a house 
in the capital, and Athens can show a 
galaxy of loveliness during the winter, 
no doubt. H u l l was a summer visitor 
for two months, writes a London corre- 
spondent, and in that time 1 beheld but 
one face that could be termed even 
passable. 
Tho girl proved to be a Hun- 


garian. 
It is not (|uite so bad as that 


in St. Petersburg where, .also, 1 re- 
sided out of the season—because the 
czar was there, and very many ladies 
of the court have mixed blood. 


liut plainness is not characteristic of 


Slavs in general. 
Polish women rank 


among the most beautiful in Kuropo; 
so. I have understood, do Czechs. 
The 


Croats hold their own; and as for the 
Dalmatian .Slavs, 1 have often felt in- 
clined to declare that they have no 
rivals. 
In riding once from Cattaro to 


Cettinje I found the lower stretches 
of that 
tremendous mountain road 


thronged with women and girls of the 
lowlands—on pilgrimage, perhaps. 


Every one of them pressed close, with 


hand outstretched. 
They even took 


hold of my 
bridle and gathered in a,- 


Bwarm, laughing, quarreling, scream- 
ing, 
invoking all the saints of Heaven. 


Such shameless beggary would .seem 
incredible in the west; for all were 
comfortably and even handsomely at- 
tired iu their graceful costume —wives 
and daughters of peasants or townsfolk 
well-to-do. 
Hut incredible, also, to us 


would have been the arrav of beauty. 


It seemed to me, struggling through 


the crush, that every young woman 
there was charming, and there were 
hundreds of them. 
A s;id contrast are 


the Montenegrins at the summit of 
that ladder-HUu road. The sex in Tehcr- 
nagora has many fine qualities and 
even virtues, I believe; but all of the 
masculine cast. 
In fact, those maids 


and matrons would pass for rather fine 
young men elsuwhere--sulliciently good- 
looking young men. too, in a rough 
way, if they would only wash; but re- 
garded from a feminine mint of view 
they are indescribable failures. 
If the 


Russian woman resembles a tame bear, 
the Montenegrin is a. grizzly of 
the 


Rockies. 


Further down that most interesting 


and delightful Adriatic coast one learns 
that the (Jreek of Greece, who is Al- 
banian, of course, must not bo regarded 
as representing his ethnic stock°fairly 
in the matter of good 
looks. I have 


never visited the Ghegghe Albanians- 
thai is an exporienco. for whicli I long, 
beyond all others, to be obtained iu 
Europe, 
lint doubtless their women 


are superbly handsome, as travelers 
assert who have had better luck than I. 
I''or 
theirs is not a ease parallel with 


the Montenegrin; they arc not savages, 
and the one sex bears its due propor- 
tion in beauty to this other. 


The tourist seldom tinds such an op- 


portunity to observe Albanian girls. 
They are Moslem in general, though 
the veil is rarely worn, and it is a 
glimpse rather than a look whicli he 
obtains. My notion of their beauty was 
quite confirmed. 
One would not expect 


more than two or three good looking 
among adozen Albanian girls. H is my 
.strong impression that every one 01'these 
was tall, fair. rosy, bluii-eye'd, and pretty;

peninsula. 
Kvcn iti Greece, they al- 


lege, there, arc a few secluded districts 
where the divine beauty of old survives; 
and I incline to credit it, for in the I0v- 
/onc biiUiilions, recruited among Uie 
mountain youth, perfect faces ni tile 
classic cast, and tall, .supple figures pro- 
portioned .ike that of the Apollo may 
be seen sometimes. 
The mosff famous 


of theses Hellenic refuges is a villey i,, 
the 
ncighLorhood of Cajw 
.Matapan, 


containing200 households,among whom, 
as enthusiasts declare, all the gods and 
goddesses of Olympus and all the fine 
statues of antiquity may be matched. 
In Scrvia and liulg-aria, alsn, one notes 
a girl here and there whose regu- 
lar and graceful beauty is quite start- 
ling among her chill and stolid kinsfolk. 
1 inaku no doubt that this is an exam- 
ple of "throwiffg back," as fanciers 
say, the Hellenic blood asserting itself 
again. 
I remember staying some days 


with M. Alcs;sanori. the national poet, 
at his chateau. 
A young ladv of the 


neighborhood was about to marry, and 
she came one 
afternoon, with 
(jjr| 


friends invited to take part iu the cere- 
mony, for a consultation with tho pod 
and his daughter upon the national 
dress, which was to bu worn. Those 
who were not pretty wtire beautiful, all 
brimming with life and fun. 


^Of Circassians I have nothing to say. 
Nnt seldom nowadays one meets them 
in the bazaars of Slamboul, in the Val- 
ley of Sweet Waters, or even—in car- 
riages, of course—passing along the 
Grand Hue of IVra, almost as lightly 
veiled as a prudish Christian beauty. 
]',nt whenever I have been able to ob- 
serve them their faces were so plas- 
tered with white lead or something as 
opaque that one could as easily judge 
the features of a clown. The Armenian 
girls of Constantinople are very hand- 
some and very much en evidence; but 
they weigh If* atlear.t, on an average,at 
'M years of age, and -JOO at M. Most per- 
sons who have visited Egypt may be 
surprised to hear Urn Copts reckoned 
among the most beautiful of races. 


But those who took part in the scurry 


to Cairo after Tel-el-Kchir had a unique- 
opportunity of judging. The bounty of 
the Coptic women was soon remarked. 
Standing at their doors or on the house- 
tops, conspicuous by bare faces, black 
robes, and a white scarf about the head, 
they remain in my memory and in that 
of others as the stateliest women 1 ever 


liriefly speaking from a rery wido ex- 


perience, my impression is that the 
most beautiful women of the world ar« 
the Sikh; that is. the highest average 
of regularity in feature, charm of ex- 
pression, and symmetry of figure is ol> 
serTcd among them, lint perhaps one 
must be an old traveler to disregard 
complexion.

FACTS ABOUT PLANTS. 


Tbe Intlirnijicant or ]>olm»niitii Origin ol 


Varl»n» FrulU unil Ve-<.inl,l, «. 


Some well-established and interesting 


facts in botanical histo^- relates to the 
origin of familiar plants. Thcancestoi 
of the large and fleshy cabbage was a 
veritable pigmy—a small plant weigh 
ing altogether scarcely half an ounce; a 
diminutive little vegetable, reddish in 
color and bitter in trste, has beeu meta- 
morphosed into the inestimable potato: 
the sweet, juicy Altringhaui carrot, 
weighing from live to six rounds, is io 
a wild condition, a dry, slender root un- 
fit to cat; the delicate, wcll-llavorcr; 
Vienna glass caulirapi. as l::r^c as a 
man's fist, is when wild a slender, 
woody, dry stem; the cauliflower in its 
natural locality' is a thin-branched flow- 
ering stem, with little green, bittci 
flowor buds 


That the. luscious peach has bjen de- 


rived from the hard-shelled almond can 
no longer be denied. 
It is said that the 


peach in its original soil was a virulent 
poison and that the 1'ersian warrior; 
brought to Persia some of the seeds and 
planted them for the purpose of poison- 
ing the points of their arrows so as to 
render wounds caused by them to be 
fatal, but a chanire of climate and soil 
produced a fruit which is not only lus- 
cious, 
but is esteemed exceedingly 


healthful. 


The small black sloe has been trans- 


formed into the juicy and golden-yellow 
gagu plum, and the most delicious pip- 
pins owe their origin to the diminutive, 
acrid crab-apple. The savory cantaloup 
in a wild state in India varies from the 
size of a plum to that of a lemon and in 
most cases is either insipid or bilter.. 


In Sicily there is a wild grass which, 


when ripe at the end of the siiminer, is 
gathered by the pcasanty, tied in bun- 
dles, and set on fire, not. however, to 
be consumed, but for a mere scorching. 


The flame flies rapidly through the 


light husks and beard of tho plant and 
leaves the seed slightly 
roasted, in 


which state they are eaten with con- 
siderable relish 
by numbers of the 


rural population. What tho Sicilians 
do with their grass might be done with 
other grasses and ia other countries were 
it uol that the seeds generally are toe 
small to repay the trouble of producing 
them for food. 
If all were but as large 


as those of corn, or even wheat and 
barley, we should hear few complaints 
of dear bread. 
Instances, indeed, are 


on record of grass seeds having been 
largely eatrn in times of scarcity and 
with the desired effect of sustaining 
life, for all are moro or less floury. 


The botanical name of this .Sicilian 


grass is .'ICgilops, or goat's-pye—the 
Greeks having believed it lo be a rem- 
edy for a disease that appears in one 
corner of the eye. There are three or 
four species growing all around the 
.Mediterranean as well as in the islands, 
chiefly on the hot, dry, sandy plains 
near the sea. They flourish, even on the 
scorched volcanic soils, in strange con- 
trast to their arid and barren surround- 
ings showing tli at the vital principle in 
them is unusually energetic and prooi 
against extremes of heat. 
One species, 


the yEgiiops orata, as though sporting 
with its powers, is said to shoot out an- 
other species—ihoTrilicoides, or wheat- 
like 
from one aud the same root; not 


by artificial cultivation, but spontane- 
ously. 


.Hut the most remarkable fact con- 


cerning this queer plant, the goat's-eye, 
is thai it has been proven by experi- 
ment to be the parent of cultivated 
wheat. 
This fact was accidentally dis- 


covered by n Trench agriculturist. lie 
wished to determine what effect culti- 
vation would havo upon the goat's eye, 
and planted remote from any fields oJ 
grass that might mingle with it a few 
of the seed. The tirst crop showed 
much difference from the original, be- 
ing two or three times taller and more 
grains to the stalk. At the end of seven 
years' experimenting the yield was over 
:iOO grains for each one planted, and 
the transformation was complete—evorj 
plant was a true representative! of cul- 
tivated wheat. 
Later he sowed them 


in open lieids, and in no instance have 
they returned to the form of the origi- 
nal goat's-eye grass. 


The same experiments have since 


been tried by the English Agricultural 
society with the same results. 
The 


nearest form to true wheat now found 
wild is the creeping couch-grass, a per- 
ennial closely agreeing in all essential 
particulars of structure with our culti- 
vated annual wheat —Pittsburgh Com- 
mercial Gazette.

Special Agent B. \V. Xelson of

miles in the mountains, and thecnliredis- 
lancc the ground was nearly as bare as a 
great gravel-bed. It was difiieult many 
times for us to get grass for our horses. 
The sheep are everywhere. High in tha 
Sierras, ten thousand and twelve thon- 
sand feet up, grazing contiguous to llvs 
snow, arc countless thousands of them. 
They are even away up on Moun*. 
Whitney, not on the very cone, per haps, 
but twelve thousand feet up. We only 
saw two or three places in the most in- 
accessible, parts of the public domain 
where the sheep had not been. The 
sheep have not only cleaned out the 
grass and all the wild flowers and 
plants, but the underbrush. They havo 
driren the deer put. 
Hears and moun- 


tain lions and a Jew other animals re- 
main. There is no doubt that this de- 
nuding of undergrowth will lessen tha 
rainfall in the San Joa(|uin an ' other 
•mllev*.—Chicago Tribune.

must be dissolved in a little cold water 
before adding to the boiling fruit.— 
Orange .ludel farmer. 


—Lemon Snow (with Cornstarch).— 


To a pint of boiling water, add two 
heaping tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 
(wet with cold water), the juice of 
three lemons, one and one-quarter cup- 
fuls of sugar. 
Remove from the fire, 


and when a little cool beatin the whites 
of three eggs. Turn out in a dish, and 
pour custard arouuu it.—Good House- 
keeping. 


—Plum Pudding.—One quart of milk,

—Barley Soup. — Wash 
two table- 


spoonfuls of pearl barley in two or three 
waters, then cover with salted boiling 
water; let it boil for five minutes and 
drain; cover it again with boiling water, 
and boil gently for two hours; drain 
ngain and add n quart of stock or broth; 
let it simmer for ten minutes, add more 
salt if needed, pepper to taste, press 
through the puree sieve into the hot 
soup tureen and serve. 
If a puree sieve 


is not at hand, a piece of cheese cloth 
placed over the colander will answer as 
well. The idea is to press out the huska 
or slimy bits.—N. Y. World. 


—Corn Bread.—One pint of butter- 


milk or good sour milk; add the well-

Serve with 
sauce made in tho following manner: 
Hoil rthree-fourths of a pint of sweel 
milk; beat the yolk of one >•:___ with 
a level teaspexmful of flpur and sugai 
enough to make very sweet.

ALLOYS AND TEMPERATURE.

tion Prof. Roberts Austen spoke of the 
consequences 
of 
allotropic change: 


whicli result in the alteration of struc- 
ture as being very great. The case of the 
tin regimental buttons which fell intc 
a shapeless heap when exposed to the! 
rigorous winter of St Petersburg is 
weil known. The recent remarkable 
discovery by llopkinson of the changes 
in density of nickel steel (containing 
twenty-two per cent of nickel) which 
are produced by cooling to thirty de- 
grees affords another instance. 


This variety of steel, after 
bcin™ 


frozen, 
is reaeiiiy magnetizable, a? 


though it was not so before; its density, 
moreover, is permanently reduced by 
no less than two per cent by the ex- 
posure to cold, and it is startling to con- 
template the effect which would be 
produced by a visit to the Arctic re- 
gions of a ship of war built in a temper- 
ate climate of ordinary steel and clad 
with some three thousand tons of such 
nickel-steel armor: the shearing whicli 
would result from the expansion of the 
armor from exposure to cold woulel de- 
stroy the ship. 


The molecular behavior of allovs is, 


indeed, most interesting. 
W. Spring 


has shown in a long series of investiga- 
tions thai alloys may be formed at the 
ordinary temperature, 
provided that 


minute particles of the constituent ele- 
ments are submitted to great pressure. 
W. Hailock has recently given strong 
evidence in favor of the view that an 
alloy can be produced from its constitu- 
ent metals with but slight pressure, H 
the temperature*' to which the mass is 
submitted be above the melting point 
ol the alloy, even though it be far be- 
low the melting point of the more easi-

a variation of either temperature or 
pressure will affect the union of solids.
